FOR the purpose of requiring the State Highway Administrator, on receipt of a
request from a county for an engineering review or approval that is required for
a construction project to receive federal funding, to notify certain persons of the
request; and generally relating to duties of the State Highway Administrator.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Transportation
8-204.

(J) ON RECEIPT OF A REQUEST FROM A COUNTY FOR AN ENGINEERING
REVIEW OR APPROVAL THAT IS REQUIRED FOR A CONSTRUCTION PROJECT TO
RECEIVE FEDERAL HIGHWAY FUNDING, THE ADMINISTRATOR SHALL
IMMEDIATELY NOTIFY THE FOLLOWING PERSONS OF THE REQUEST:

(1) THE SECRETARY OF LABOR, LICENSING, AND REGULATION;

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(2) ALL AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVES OF RAILROAD
EMPLOYEES; AND

(3) ANY OTHER PERSON THAT THE ADMINISTRATOR
DETERMINES MAY BE AFFECTED BY THE CONSTRUCTION PROJECT.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010.
